STYLE UNDER COMMUNISM 

One of tho most révenlirig_little 
stories ‘to come out of Sovict 
Russia was- that telling how 
Russian women are demanding A 
chango in the matter of- clothing. 
Under Communism, the clothing 
trust has striven to give the 
citizens clothing that will be 
durable and comfortable, but it has 
paid no. attention . whatever to 
style. Pride in one’s appearance 
seems to be a hallmark af tho 
bourgeois attitude; the citizen of o 
Communist state, one gathers, has 
no business worrying about his: or 
her looks. But now the people of 
Russia; and especially the women, 
are. getting tired of clothes that 
are like an endless series. of drab 
uniforms, They are . demanding 
style, snap, decent colours, trim- 
ness; and the clothing truat is 
beginning to hearken. A Moscow 
store the other day displayed— 
for the firat time since the revolu- 
tlon—a formal dinner gown. Hu--
